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This is supposed to be an age of specialists. The professional man de- 
velops a particular surgical operation or an angle of the law, the financier 
a corner on a security, the manufacturer a patented bolt, the farmer a 
single crop which can be tended entirely by machine. Since specialists need 
fewer work hours to make a living, and since mechanical devices have re- 
duced household chores to a minimum, there is abundant time for the good 
life, for recreation, relaxation, leisure and the higher intellectual pursuits. 

Would it were true! Although the natural sciences have made phe- 
nomenal advances in the past two hundred years, the social sciences have 
gone backwards. Our modern “civilization” has developed into a rat race, 
in the course of which we try to compress 48 hours into every 24, at least 
half of which are spent dashing from place to place. The harvest—nervous 
breakdowns, ulcers, heart attacks and a host of other ailments which we 
can blame on no one but ourselves. 

Naturally this pattern has also invaded sport, equestrian sport includ- 
ed. Little Susie has to sandwich her riding lesson in between basketball 
practice and ballet. For her to groom, tack up and cool out the pony would 
not only take up far too much of her own time, but would cut into the 
preceding and following lessons without which there would be no riding 
school. In most hunting countries there is a contingent which would prefer 
a drag—why bother with foxes, after all, when you can get a quick gallop 
on an aniseed line. In order to pack more classes into a day, horse shows 
run till dark and have two or three rings going at once. Not so many 
decades ago five races provided sufficient entertainment in the course of an 
afternoon at the major tracks, before it was time for a cup of tea. Now, 
by means of mechanical odds computers, they manage to squeeze in nine. 

For more than half a century, in a verdant valley near Baltimore, 
there has been run a race over the stoutest of timber fences on the last 
Saturday in April. There is only once race. It starts at four o’clock, giving 
spectators ample time for a leisurely picnic lunch on the course beforehand, 
and a chance to renew old friendships. There is no admission charge, no 
purse to win, just a cup to keep for a year and the opportunity to add the 
maenee - owner, horse and rider to the illustrious list with which it is 
adorned, 
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Year after year people, thousands 
of people, come thousands of miles 
to see this race. They come to en- 
joy the color of the setting, the 
amenities of the occasion, the thrill 
of seeing horses jump 5 feet high 
and 25 feet wide over rail fences as 
solid as the Rock of Gibraltar. 

Most of all they come, however, 
because, consciously or sub-con- 
sciously, they realize that the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup represents an era 
when contests between horses were 
held simply for the sport they pro- 
vided. To stand on Snow Hill, over- 
looking the crowds, the horses, and 
riders, cradled in the green of the 
Worthington Valley, is to realize 
that, in spite of all our modern 
materialism, nothing will ever eradi- 
cate the love of sport which is our 
heritage.

Countless souls who go 
through 51 weeks a year caring not a fig 
about ‘‘who win the double at Jamaica (or 
Bowie, River Downs or Rillito)’® come out 
of hibernation and become avid racing 
fans - or, rather, Derby fans. 

Men and women who never have sniffed 
the perfume of the paddock or enjoyed the 
benefits of mutuel betting want to know if 
Silver Spoon has a chance tobecome the 
second female in history to connect at 
Churchill. And it has been that way down 
through the years. 

Most surprising to me was the fact 
that a lady whom I shall call Mrs. P, F. 
Davis (because that’s the way her name 
is written in the phone book) was all 
steamed up over a Kentucky Derby. 

I had knownMrs. Davis for many years, 
as her pedigree is exactly the same as 
mine, though issued some years later, but 
I never had heard her express the slightest 
interest in any horse. 

I do not remember the year of the 
Derby that got Mrs. Davis all steamed up, 
but the more important circumstances 
remain clear in my mind.

CANADA’S TRIPLE CROWN 

In addition to its long established clas- 
sic the Queen’s Plate, Canada, through 
The Jockey Club Limited, is developing 
two other races so as to constitute a 
“Triple Crown’ corresponding to 
America’s Kentucky Derby, Preakness, 
Belmont series and the English Epsom 
Derby, Two Thousand Guineas, St. Leger 
series.

Many timber races are contested in 
these United States during the spring and 
fall seasons, but of all, the Maryland 
Hunt Cup stands alone. A single attraction 
without a supporting program, the “‘about”’ 
4 mile test over 22 awesome post-and- 
rail fences annually attracts a holiday- 
spirited throng to Glyndon, Md., on the 
last Saturday in April. 

Inaugurated in 1894, the classic, with- 
out the benefit sweepstakes tickets, etc., 
has reached inter-national acclaim. Each 
year the contest for a challenge cup and a 
replica furnishes followers of racing be- 
tween the flags with enough verbalize 
and/or verbiage to carry them over until 
the next running. 

The 63rd edition run over the estates 
of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel B, Brewster on Saturday, 
April 25, offered everything to be desired 
and at the conclusion, one and all agreed 
that it was “‘a terrific race”. 

Including the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor, a throng of nearly 20,000 lined 
the hillside of the Black’s Snow Hill es- 
tate and overflowed to surround the famous 
3rd and 13th fence. They were well-re- 
warded as M.F.H, H, Robertson Fenwick’s 
Fluctuate pulled a surprise but popular 
victory in defeating Stuart S, Janney, Jr.’s 
favored Mainstay by 2 lengths. 


**They’re Off’* 

A field of 10 faced starters T. D. R. 
Parr and Daniel B, Brewster and exactly 
at 4 o’clock they were sent away. Over 
the initial obstacle, Janon Fisher, Jr.’s 
Shindy, with Janon Fisher 3rd in the 
saddle, led the field by 1 1/2 lengths. 
Next came William B, Thompson’s Go- 
fetchit, with his owner up, | length to the 
good of Mrs. Lewis C, Ledyard’s Jimp, 
who had a 1/2 length advantage over 
Fluctuate. 

Crossing the tanbark-covered road, 
the group approached the big 3rd fence in 
the mentioned manner and this obstacle 
provided the only mishap to mar the run- 
ning. As Shindy and Gofetchit showed the 
way, Jimp made a bad landing and came 
down, As the balance of the field flowed 
by, the French-born rider, Michel Baille, 
quickly remounted to be with the last 
flight over the next fence, 

Over the 6th it was Shindy by 2 lengths, 
with Gofetchit still 2nd, 2 1/2 lengths to 
the good of Mainstay , which had moved 
up from Sth position. Going in a steady 
manner and fencing flawlessly under 
Crompton (Tommy) Smith, Jr., Fluctuate 
was 4th, 3 lengths behind Mainstay and 4 
lengths in front of Mrs. Louis Neilson, 
Jr.’s Coke Hi. Ridden by his 18-year- 
old college student owner, William H, 
Turner, Jr., Carolina Hills was 6th in 
the field. 

The 8th fence was negotiated in the 


mentioned manner as Carolina Hills al- 
most came a cropper when he hit hard 
and landed very much off stride. As the 
field continued over the 9th, Mainstay was 
the one to rap a top rail hard and almost 
came down with B. H, (Laddie) Murray 
on landing. 

Surprising the hillside spectators, 
Shindy and Gofetchit continued to run 
practically neck-and-neck with Gofetchit 
showing in front over the 12th by 1 1/2 
lengths. Not tossing in the sponge, Shindy 
was 2nd, 4 lengths away from Mainstay, 
who led the eventual winner by 2 1/2 


lengths. 


The 13th Fence 

Over the big 13th fence, Shindy sur- 
prised by going to the front with Gofetchit 
determinedly in his wake. As the pair ap- 
proached the 14th, the order was reversed 
and Gofetchit regained the lead with Main- 
stay and Fluctuate following as named. 

Responding to his young rider, Shindy 
outjumped Gofetchit over the 15th obstacle 
and following this, the latter tired to 
eventually finish last. As Gofetchit faded, 
Mainstay moved to challenge, only to be 
outjumped by Shindy cver the 16th. Still 
game, Shindy went head-and-head with 
Mainstay until the 19th, where the duel 
with Gofetchit finally told. Following this 
obstacle he tired and dropped back from 
the leaders to finish 6th. 

After leading over the 19th, Mainstay 
held sway with Fluctuate gradually clos- 
ing in without any punishment. Coming 
from 9th in the early stages, Miss Audrey 
Riker’s Golden Fly, under D, M, (Mike) 
Smithwick, closed to be 3rd to the men- 
tioned pair. 


Fluctuate Takes Lead 

After leading over the 21st fence, Main- 
stay could not withstand Fluctuate and the 
latter led over the 22nd and final jump by 
3/4’s of a length, with Mainstay 1 1/2 
lengths in front of Golden Fly. After land- 
ing in a fluid manner, Fluctuate res- 
ponded to his 21-year-old rider and drew 
away to win his 2nd start in a sanctioned 
race by 2 lengths. Mainstay proved the 
best of the balance with a 5 lengths ad- 
vantage over Golden Fly. 

With perfect weather overhead and 
firm turf underfoot, the winner negotiated 
the route in the commendable time of 
8:51 2/5. 

Finishing behind the mentioned trio 
in the proper order came Coke Hi, Caro- 
lina Hills, Shindy, Jimp, Aquitime Play, 
Jinxed Star and the early leader, Gofetchit. 

A 12-year-old gelding by Swing and 
Sway-Jibberty Jab, by Balko, the winner 
has served a a hunter for his owner, H. 
Robertson Fenwick, M.F.H, of the Green 
Spring Valley Hunt. In other years he 
carried Mrs. Fenwick to win ladies’

point-to-point races in the area, while 
being disregarded as a possible Maryland 
Hunt Cup horse. Making a debut in the 
purple and gold silks of the popular Old 
Line State sportsman on Saturday, April 
18, Fluctuate finished 2nd to Mainstay 
in the 57th running of the Grand National 
Point-to-Point at Butler, Md. 

The heady ride which aided Fluctuate 
in his surprise triumph , was the 2nd in 
the ‘‘Maryland” for Crompton Smith, Jr. 
of Warrenton, Va. In his initial attempt 
in 1958, he was astride Major General 
Richard K, Mellon’s Octavia’s Son, who 
broke his neck when he fell over the 6th 
fence. Inheriting his ability, young Smith 
is a grandson of Harry Worcester Smith

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TRIPLE CROWN ONE-TWOS 

Three times in the Kentucky Derby 
horses representing the same interests 
have run one-two, Sir Barton (first Triple 
Crown winner) and Billy Kelly were first 
and second in the 1919 edition, Both 
represented Commander J, K, L. Ross. 
Two years later Behave Yourself and Black 
Servant did it for Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Farm. Then Citation and Coal- 
town did it for Calumet Farm in 1948, 

The one-two hammerlock has been ap- 
plied only once to the second leg of the 
Triple Crown, The Preakness, Brook- 
meade’s High Quest and Cavalcade did it 
in 1934, running first and second in that 
order. Cavalcade had previously beaten 
Discovery in the Kentucky Derby only to 
be beaten by his stablemate, High Quest, 
at Pimlico. Then High Quest, after win- 
ning the second Triple Crownevent, placed 
to Peace Chance in the third one, in the 
Belmont. R, J. Clark

In both cases the 
winner was ridden by the Australian 
rider Garnet Bougoure, whom Scobie 
Beasley has dubbed, ‘‘The second best 
jockey in he world.” Vincent O’Brien 
trained both. Mrs. A, M, Biddle had her 
colors successfully carried by Lluvia 
(Raincheck-Loot) in the five furlong April 
Spring Handicap, with Phil Canty riding. 
The other American success was with 
Flavius (Le Lavandeau-Lady Florrie) easy 
winner of the Boyne two-year-old Plate, 
five furlongs. The owner is Mr. W. R, 
Cluer who has a racing stable in Arizona. 
All these American owners racing in

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TURFWRITERS ANNOUNCE AWARDS 

The New York Turfwriters Associa- 
tion has voted Frank E. “‘ Jimmy” Kilroe, 
racing secretary at the New York tracks 
and Santa Anita, as the ‘‘Man of the 
Year” in its annual poll. A suitably en- 
graved plaque will be presented to Kilroe 
at the annual dinner of the Association at 
Saratoga Springs in August. 

In addition, the writers voted plaques 
to Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, Chris- 
topher T. Chenery, Willie Molter and Ted 
Atkinson. 

Kilroe was honored for “‘his uncom- 
promising attitude in assigning weights 
in these days of 130 pound ceilings in 
handicaps”’ and “‘for maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the racing secretary's office 
in the grand tradition of John Blanks Camp- 
bell and Walter S. Vosburgh”’. 

Kilroe took over as racing secretary in 
New York after the death of Campbell in 
1953 and has continued the practice of 
rating the two-year-olds for expected 
three-year-old form in the annual Free 
Experimental Handicap, 

Mrs. Phipps, mistress of Wheatley 
Stable, was honored “‘for her sportsman- 
ship in accepting, without complaint, high 
top weights for Bold Ruler in 1958 and 
running the colt regardless of burden.’ 


Honored as Breeder 

Chenery was chosen as breeder of the 
year for bringing out First Landing, voted 
the outstanding two-year-old of 1958 by 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
Board of Selection. First Landing, by 
Turn-to-Hildene, won ten of 11 races as 
a juvenile and earned $396,480, eclipsing 
the record set the previous year at $349, 
642 by Jewel’s Reward. 

Molter, trainer of a public stable, was 
the leading conditioner in money won 
by his charges. Numbered among his 
horses last year was Round Table, who 
became the world’s leading money winner 
and TRA American Champion under 
Molter’s guidance, Altogether his charges 
earned $1,116,544 in races from coast to 
coast, the third time in his career he has 
been leading money-winning trainer. 

Atkinson, who retired from riding last 
winter with an incurable back injury, was 
honored for his riding ability and integrity 
over the years. Since riding his first 
winner in 1938, Atkinson chalked up a 
total of 3,795 winners and his mounts 
earned $17,449,360. He is a member of 
the Jockey’s Hall of Fame at Pimlico 
and twice was national champion in number 
of winners, 


EUROPE’S DIRT TRACK 

Although virtually all running races in 
Europe are contested on grass courses, 
there is a dirt track at Athens, Greece, 
equipped with a Puett (American) starting 
gate. This was shipped to Greece in the 
winter of 1954 when Robert F, Duffy of 
the Fasig-Tipton organization spent three 
months in that country assembling the 
gate and telling the Greeks how to use it.

Calumet Farm has a two-year-old 
colt which it has named Pied d’Or, He is 
by *Nasrullah out of Two Lea by Bull 
Lea making hima full brother toCalumet’s 
1959 Derby possibility, On And On, Pied 
d’Or is a half brother to Calumet’s 
rather successful 1958 Derby hopeful, 
Tim Tam. 

If the two-year-old lives up to his 
breeding, he ought to be something in the 
way of a runner although On And On 
hasn’t - yet. (Don’t sell Calumet short 
though when there’s a Kentucky Derby 
around.) 

But can you imagine what the rail 
birds will do to a name like that? I have 
listened to Boston Doge called ‘*Boston 
Doggy” and a few other horrors like that 
over the years. Consequently, I shudder 
to think what Pied d’Or is going to come 
out as.

Greening native Blue Grass and shirt- 
sleeve weather signalled the start of the 
Eastern Combined Training circuit with 
the Blue Ridge Horse Trials on Sunday 
April Sth, held, as previously, on the 
property of Mr. and Mrs. Charles B.

But with a not too 
difficult stadium jumping course, cover- 
ing some 600 yards, the order did not 
change and Mrs. Stokes’ Jargo won the 
Novice Division, with Cimber in second 
place trailing by 13.7 points. 

The Open Division took the same 
cross-country course with several mo- 
difications, In addition they could earn 
bonus point up to a maximum equivalent 
to 21.2 m.p.h. A large brush jump and a 
drop landing was followed by a board 
fence, Then came the up-bank and through 
the cattlepen over a trough and so along 
a ridge into the “‘spinney’’, three fallen 
trees in succession at odd angles, which 
as usual accounted for most penalties. A 
chance to gallop and the split level fence, 
succeeded by the log set up in the middle 
of a stream. On the far bank a line fence 
and then the much-feared open brook, A 
steep climb beyond up to a narrow board 
fence with a ditch in front which took a 
slight toll, Now came a long run on the 
flat through a wood at the end of which 
was the brand new “‘log-skid’, shown in 
an illustration, Sitting on a decline it 
caused the horse to drop sharply while 
the rider had to swing him hard left and 
again right over deep ruts and up on a 
reinforced bank and on to the steps over 
the hill with a wide open ditch at the 
bottom. A few line fences and coops 
followed with a long run to the last three- 
some: Into a ditch and out to the top of a 
bank and, only 12° beyond, a formidable 
wall of timber. Some ten strides beyond 
came the last one, a Trackehner, looking 
as un-inviting as ever to man and beast 
alike, 

With the exception of A, Mackay- 
Smith’s mount Ocean Breeze, who seemed 
to harbour a grudge and came temporarily 
to grief at the third fence, allOpenhorses 
earned bonus points, the well-renowned 
Logistics 49.21, undoubtely the fastest on 
record, At the end of the test this horse 
led, by less than one point, from Mrs. 
H. S. Treviranus’ dun, Archer, 

In third position, only 17 points be- 
hind the leader came the classic Eye 
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Spring, last year’s Reserve Champion 
Trials horse, ridden by his owner, Mrs. 
Je M. Rogers. The rounds of all three 
were watched with great suspense, and 
over a slightly raised course of stadium 
jumps, Logistics had two down for 10 
penalties, as had Archer. Eye Spring col- 
lected 40 penalties and so their order re- 
mained. In retrospect, Logistic’s time 
bonus was almost not enough to make up 
for a low dressage score, while Archer’s 
problem was the other way round, 

With a past history of clock-work 
operation and keen competition, plans are 
already being laid for the Sth Trials in 
1960. Once again it was demonstrated that 
foxhunting, point-to-point racing andCom- 
bined Training are first cousins, on ex- 
cellent speaking terms!

Millbrook on Dec. 7th, making it the 
shortest season on record, The thermom- 
eter fell to the zero level and stayed 
there without a letup, making our closely 
cropped hills and fields unridable. Hounds 
were taken out on foot a number of 
times through the winter and those few 
who followed saw some excellant hound 
work. 

In spite of weather problems the sea- 
son can be called very satisfactory. The 
plague of sickness in foxes that began 
three years ago appears to have ended 
and our fox population is definately on 
the increase. Deer are always a threat, 
but alert whippers-in and a constantly 
increasing number of deer proof hounds 
prevented any serious difficulty. We did 
not once lose hounds on deer.

The 1958-59 Season closed with the now 
traditional Pony Club ride at Drexel, 
Missouri, where we have access to several 
thousand acres.

hounds moved off, no one felt the cold, 

We were all disappointed that Col. 
Baird’s famous mare, ‘‘Gloria’’ did not 
arrive until after the week-end because 
of transportation difficulties, so they miss- 
ed the hunt. We met at ten o’clock from 
Joint-Master James Kemper’s Red Fox 
Farm, moving northward over a couple 
of coops which limbered up the field, 
particularly as the horses were feeling 
pretty gay. Swinging to the east over 
another jump and down a rather steepem- 
bankment, hounds found and raninanorth- 
eastwardly direction. We had a short run 
of 15 minutes. After this we drew south 
and hounds found again, this time acoyote, 
which was viewed by several of the field 
as well as the Joint Master, Mrs. Bunting. 
Still heading southward, we jumped into a 
plowed field which was badly frozen, 
across a small creek with quite a scramble 
up the far bank, on to a wooded height, 
over another jump or two in wooded coun- 
try, until we finally reached open territory 
where we could see hounds in full cry with 
the coyote ahead, Another jumpbrought us 
to our own big hazard, the private airfield 
of Mr. Jacobs, at which, although only a 
plane or two has access and the runways 
are dirt, there is always a chance that a 
plane will scoot in or out, which adds to 
the pleasures of the chase. This is a field 
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of several hundred acres which gave us a 
wonderful gallop, Hounds then turned east 
through the well-panelled fields and woods 
of Dr. Pallett. Again moving upland, still 
in an easterly direction, we came to a 
field containing a large herd of cattle, 
evidently the target of our coyote, as he 
made for it in a straight line and here the 
hounds were at fault. 

So, another season is over, the tack 
put away, promises to meet for summer 
rides are made and sometimes kept, and 
one more year is assed to the packthat is 
following all of us.

Hunting With 


.Mr. Hubbard’s 
Kent County Hounds 


H. Douglas Paxson 


During recent years so many frank 
articles have been published by Wilbur 
Ross Hubbard on fox hunting with numer- 
ous American English and Irishestablish- 
ments, that it is indeed a pleasure to 
describe his own hunting in Kent County, 
on the Eastern Shore of Maryland. I first 
met Mr. Hubbard when we sat next to 
each other at the Masters of Foxhounds 
Dinner in January, 1946, and we have 
since been very good friends. For many 
years I have hunted with him during the 
month of March. 

Some of the most exciting hunts that 
I have experienced in this country or 
abroad have been behind Mr. Hubbard’s 
Penn-Marydel Hounds. The reasons for 
this are numerous. His experience as a 
Master dates from 1931, and he is one of 
America’s most famous hound judges. His 
pack, having been bred with this back- 
ground, is superb in its levelness, con- 
firmation and hunting ability. These 
Hounds are medium size so that they can 
wriggle through the ever present woven 
wire in his country, an art they learn 
at an early age in kennels where they are 
taught to squeeze through tiny mesh wire, 
being drafted through it to be fed. 

One thing which is most unusual and 
which makes hunting with Mr. Hubbard 
so outstanding is the manner in which 
his foxes run. This was its roots in the 
nature of his country and its inhabitants. 
The country is about 10 by 15 miles with 
large coverts, but mostly open galloping 
fields. A small farm is about 200 acres. 
Many of the farmers, whose antecedents 
have tilled this soil for some 250 years, 
keep hounds, from which type the Penn- 
Marydel was developed. They run these 
hounds constantly, with the result that 
foxes are being pushed back and forth 
across this vast area all the time. This 
not only lengthens the runs of foxes, but 
gives them greater stamina and makes 
them very confident ahead of hounds. 
The result is that these foxes, when 
hunted by my host’s perfect pack of 25 
couples, make unbelievably long points, 
and often distain their den after having 
been driven hard for well over an hour. 
They are virtually “‘horse killers’, and 
anything but a Thoroughbred or stout 
three-quarter bred would not last very 
long in this country with its countless 
jumps set over the woven wire. 

On Saturday we found a fox in an 
overgrown meadow. He came out across 
the grass field and ran right alongside 
of us, then made a circle back downstream 
nearly to the road, then up a branch of 
the stream and across 500 acres of open 
level country to a woods and on to another 
wooded stream bottom 2 miles in length.

Farmers’ Hounds Join In 

I followed the Master over the fences 
which skirted this stream where we found 
a lot of farmers’ hounds harking into Mr. 
Hubbard’s. They turned out to be the 
hounds of three friendly farmers over 
whose land we had just ridden. At the 
end of the covert where I was told this 
fox usually crosses, a dirt road, he was 
headed by the many farmers out to watch 
the sport in trucks, so he turned and went 
down the branch. Hounds were’ soon away 
on his line and pushed him so hard that 
he decided to pull a few tricks. He ran 
through the ensilage of a trench silo and 
through the adjoining sand pit, but we had 
viewed him on the wheat field beyond and 
the huntsmen put hounds on the line there. 
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It was 55 minutes of pretty fast running 
until they checked at a road. Here hounds 
did a good job of trailing the fox down the 
Black Top Road and across a vast 20 
acre gravel quarry beyond, but it enabled 
the fox to get a good lead on them, 
They then ran him over several farms 
across the road, We rode back to watch 
them at a couple of points and then down 
the road where we viewed the fox and 
hounds across it, On beyond, the fox was 
headed again by the enthusiastic truck 
followers at a bare plowed field by a dirt 
road. Brownie, the Huntsman, had to put 
hounds on the line and it was necessary to 
turn them to him as some of the farmers’ 
hounds’ kept babbling in the wrong

direction. Then they ran very fast across 
several more farms back to where he 
was found, and I was confident that he 
would go to ground there. 

The Master and I were on the edge 
of an alfalfa field, where to my surprise 
the hunted fox came out across a corn 
strip to the alfalfa. We waited for hounds 
to come, but the foxes had traded in the 
woods where we had found and hounds 
were away ona fresh fox which the farmers 
viewed across the road. This was a heavy 
vixen which ran straight downstream for a 
mile or more. I stayed with Mr. Hub- 
bard and we were the only ones who 
were with hounds all the way. It was good 
sport galloping the whole length of that 
valley and over a dozen fences and being 
with hounds as they put this fox to earth, 
The rest of the Field joined us later. 

Hounds then jumped another fox which 
ran down a marsh. When we viewed this 
one across the road at a place called 
Twin Bridges and saw that it was gray, 
hounds were stopped as horses had enough 
and so had we. The first fox was viewed 
8 or 10 times. Hounds ran him 2 hours, 
10 minutes; the second fox 15 minutes 
and the gray 10 minutes, before we stop- 
ped them, so they were running almost 
continuously for 2 hours and 35 minutes.

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We rode’ around an artificial lake which 
was originally a mill pond. As hounds 
approached the lake shore hundreds of 
wild ducks flew up. Soon hounds opened 
up the stream that flows into the lake 
and we viewed the fox. They went away 
fast, as they were close to him, and ran 
across a big farm to a corn stalk field 
where something must have turned the fox, 
for he made nearly a complete circle in 
that field, then ran across open country 
and through a wooded stream bottom, 
which we had to circle. They ran so fast 
that when we reached the grass fields 
beyond they were out of sight and hearing, 
but we galloped on over big fields of 50 or 
60 acres each, down into another valley, 
through the Hubbard Herd of Herefords 
and two fields beyond met the hounds 
coming back still running fast. 

They then crossed two more farms, 
the Kennel covert and came out on the 
other side traversing new rolling country 
we had not seen before, then ran left- 
handed toward the lake and around it to 
the spot where they had found, crossing 
the next farm to a road. The fox evidently 
had run this Black Top Road a long way, 
for they never found where he left it. 

This run last almost an hour and was 
about as fast as one wants to go since 
horses were at an extended gallop most of 
the time. It was over prettier country 
than on Saturday with gently rolling fields, 


many of them in grass and panelled suf- 
ficiently to get through. The fox was view- 
ed less because it was all we could do to 
stay with hounds, let alone get upto where 
we could see him, 

Another fox was found later. He went 
across open level country for a couple 
of miles and was viewed twice by the Field, 
then he went into an enormous woods of 
over 1,000 acres. There were fewer farm- 
ers following in pickup trucks today, and 
only one of them turned his three hounds 
out to hunt with Mr. Hubbard’s. Soon after 
the pack entered the big wood we heard 
them split, a small group with one deep- 
noted hound going a different way. They 
were chasing two deer, It turned out that 
they were the three hounds of the farmer. 
We then saw one of Mr. Hubbard’s hounds 
hark to these three, but when he smelled 
the line and found it to be riot, he turned 
and went back. 

The main pack‘kept on the fox and ran 
him back and forth while we rode in the 
fields on the down wind side where we 
could hear them the whole time, Finally, 
after running nearly an hour and a half, 
hounds marked this one to earth in a 
thick growth of young pines near a gravel 
pit. Then we had a seven mile hack back 
to Chestertown, 

On Wednesday there was a Southwest- 
erly wind, 15 miles per hour, and the 
ground was very dry. Hounds found in a 
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Friday, May 1, 1959 

thickly wooded valley, and part of the 
Field on a small hill beyond viewed a 
beautiful red fox. Hounds ran him up one 
of the narrow strips of woods, which so 
frequently follow the course of the streams 
in Kent County; then in a semi-circle 
around two farms to a very large bare 
plowed field across which they tried to 
carry the line. They picked it up in the 
stream bottom beyond and went away fast 
across a great expanse of the open gallop- 
ing country, so typical of the area, to a- 
nother of the wooded streams down which 
they ran a mile while we galloped in the 
open fields beside it. As they neared a 
concrete road a fresh fox was viewed, but 
hounds stuck to the hunted fox and ran 
him up the other side of the stream to a 
branch of it where the fox circled several 
times, then across two fields covered with 
lime and one with fresh manure which 
checked them awhile, but they picked it 
up again on the grass beyond and crossed 
big open fields to a railroad track, down 
which some hounds carried the line speak- 
ing on the dry cinders, but checked on a 
bare gravelly hill which had been in corn, 
One couple cast themselves forward and 
picked it up in the meadow below and 
worked it back to where we had found 
him. The run last 2 hours 5 minutes, in- 
cluding the checks, and horses had had 
enough. These hounds not only run fast 
when scent is good, but can also work out 
difficult places such as plow, lime, manure, 
roads and railroad tracks. 

It is little wonder that my wife and I 
look forward to our annual visit toChester- 
town where we are magnificiently enter- 
tained by Mr. Hubbard and his charming 
mother in their Georgian Mansion on The 
Chester River.

Pony Breeders, Inc. 


The Maryland Pony Breeders, Inc., 
held their annual meeting in March, at 
the Park Plaza in Baltimore, There were 
45 members and guests present from 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, as well as 
Maryland, The guest speaker, Mr. Daniel 
Brewster, congressman from Maryland 
and president of the Maryland State Fair, 
spoke briefly about the fair.

Today, parents often think of their 
child’s Pony-to-Buy as an expensive, 
imported, low-slung horse, and expense 
is a point that must be considered. How- 
ever, nothing is more important than a 
child’s safety and confidence in his or 
her pony. That is why, at the Highlands 
Farm, Warrenton, Va., we limit ourselves 
to a few top-quality, imported, registered 
Welsh Mountain pony brood mares, and 
handle the foals from birth on, Within a 
few weeks, the sucklings are halter broken, 
and their education from there on em- 
phasizes gentleness and usefulness. As 
yearlings, they learn to draw a sulkey, 
and next are bitted and easily broken to 
the saddle. In winter, the ponies often 
pull a toboggan, or a small snow plow, 
and when they are fully grown they are 
used regularly to cultivate the vegetable 
garden and haul leaves, or do other odd 
jobs of carrying, on a small farm wagon. 

Handled this way, Welsh Ponies have 
proved a very friendly and useful breed. 
In fact, we couldn’t run the farm without 
them! 

Our best story, however, is of the 
pony who went to two little girls in 
Florida as a Christmas present, and by 
Easter, the pony had adopted a white 


rabbit! Together they share the corral 
night and day. 

We are very pleased with the three 
Welsh Mountain Pony mares imported 
some two years ago, The mares were 
bred before shipping to T, Wilding-Davies’ 
Fayre Noggin (2257) of the Fayre Oaks 
Stud, Hereford. All foaled last spring, 
and the two foals which were shown at 
Upperville in 1958 were placed 2nd and 
3rd in the large foal class. 

Our mares carry on some of the best 
Welsh blood lines: 

Sundana of Maengwynedd’s sire is 
Clan Dana, Her dam’s sire is Kilhendre 
Celtic King Cup, 

Cui Tegwen is by Revel Revolt. The 
dam’s sire is Bolgoed Squire, and the 
great dam is Criban Fancy Lady. 

Both of these mares are light grey. 

Gretton Twilight had a lovely chest- 
nut filly who arrived too late to show, 
but I expect her to be a winner this year. 
Gretton Twilight is sired by Bowdler Blue 
Boy who goes back to Bowdler Bright- 
light. Gretton’s dam is Gretton Sunray, 
who goes back to these same two sires, 
also, 

This year the mares were bred to 
our stallion, Holly Run Redbird. He is a 
brown roan, free moving, fine proportions 
on the small side, with the beautiful 
broad Welsh head, kind eyes and tiny 
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ears. His breeding goes back to Criban 
Grand Master and through hisdam, Severn 
Redbud, to Dolhir Short Snorter. We are 
awaiting his first foals with great interest.

We woke up Wednesday morning and 
thought there must be some mistake, this 
couldn’t be horse show day. It was clear, 
sunny, warm, a nice breeze, but not windy. 
After many Camden horse shows in all 
kinds of adverse weather, we finally hit 
the jackpot, and our fortitude was re- 
warded.

CONNECTICUT HORSE GUARDS 

Two of the nation’s most historic 
mounted units - the First and Second 
Companies, Governor’s Horse Guard - 
are threatened with extinction in the 
reorganization plans of Connecticut’s Gov. 
Abraham A, Ribicoff. 

Under the program, now before the 
General Assembly in Hartford, neither 
group would get any monies from the 
state for the next biennium. The First 
Company, quartered in Hartford and main- 
taining stables in Avon, asked for $69, 
405, while the smaller Second Company, 
assigned to New Haven and maintaining 
stables in Ansonia, asked for $10,000. 

Although much of the cost of the two 
groups, last mounted military units inNew 
England, is underwritten by private 
sources, the monies requested from the 
state would be used for uniforms and the 
cost of the units’ annual encampment at 
Camp Niantic. 

Both units have long and proud his- 
tories, going back to Revolutionary Days, 
and both have been familiar sights at 
state and municipal functions for nearly 
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200 years. 

The First Company has sponsored one 
of the East’s leading horse shows at its 
Avon grounds each September. 

Dozens of Connecticut horsemen ap- 
peared at a General Assembly hearing 
on Mar. Ll to defend the usefulness of 
the units. History, tradition and general 
usefullness of the units were cited in 
numerous cases. Petitions in favor of the 
units containing more than 5,000 sig- 
natures were presented to the legislative 
committee. C. W. K.

At 8:30 AM Sunday morning, March 
22, five assorted cars, trucks and station 
wagons pulling horse trailers for the 
Santa Cruz Pony Club started out for 
Fresno, Calif., some 155 miles, for the 
second annual West Coast Regional Pony 
Club Rally. After an uneventful trip (thank 
heavens!) they arrived at the Fresno Fair 
Grounds about 12:30 PM, some 20 minutes 
ahead of the Pebble Beach vans. 

The stabling at the Fair Grounds was 
excellent - shedrow type with large, roomy 
boxes and two extra boxes for each team, 
one for feed and the other for tack. After 
everything had been set up in the stables, 
the youngsters were taken to the Belmont 
Inn - a modern motorlodge about a mile 
from the stables - to check in, All teams 
then returned to the stables to walk the 
horses on the racetrack after the long 
trip. At evening stables the first problem 
arose requiring tranquilizers for the Santa 
Cruz adult supervisors. A diminutive 
pony - truly “‘off grass’® - did not care 


for the stabling accommodations and jump- 
ed out over the half door! Not only that, 
it obviously had no intention of staying 
in the stall further. When the upper door 
was closed, a nose and two forefeet ap- 
peared over the top and the ensuing 
assault upon the door gave every indication 
of breaking it. Finally, a large board 
was nailed across the door to reinforce 
it. Since there would be someone onguard 
all night and the grounds would be locked, 
this was considered the only solution, If 
the pony was still in the stall in the 
morning, fine. If not, it would have to go 
home! Imagine the anxiety and anguish of 
the small *‘D” owner! Fortunately, it turn- 
ed out all right - the pony stayed in, 

After dinner that evening the teams 
were welcomed by the Fresno District 
Commissioner, Arthur Kircher, and by the 
Regional Supervisor, Hermann Fried- 
laender. Team positions were drawn for

of Los Altos, who is not only a very 
fine horseman himself, but is anexcellent 
instructor and was most sympathetic and 
understanding with the youngsters. Stable 
Management judging was most competently 
handled by Mrs. Sylvia Blackburn, also of 
Los Altos, whose thoroughness and con- 
scientiousness kept the stable and horse 
management phase of the rally at a very 
satisfactory level. 


Three Competing Clubs 

Only three clubs in the region were 
able to take part this year - Fresno, 
Pebble Beach and Santa Cruz, Each club 
sent two teams, a “C” and a “‘D”, and 
in addition, a special individual com- 
petition for B’s and Associates was held 
for the first time. 

The ‘‘C” program ride opened the 
competition on Monday morning. In general 
the horsemanship displayed was a definite 
improvement over a year ago. The fun- 
damental criticism is still lack of a firm 
seat which permits the full use of seat 
and legs and even contact on the reins. 
Santa Cruz was in the lead at the end of 
this phase, with Pebble Beach second and 
Fresno third. However, when the stable 
management scores for the first day were 
posted too, Fresno and Pebble Beach 
changed places. The ‘*B” program rides 
followed the C’s and in this division 
Claudia Frisbie of Pebble Beach went into 
the lead, which she held throughout the 
rally. 

After lunch the D’s went through their 
individual horsemanship test, avery short 
program ride calling for walk and trot 
only, circles, halts and both sitting and 
posting trots. Adult supervisors sat onthe 
sidelines and suffered as these in- 
experienced little youngsters forgot all 
they had been taught about warming up 
their horses. There they sat, waiting their 
turns, frozen to the spot until their num- 
ber was called, at which time they rode 
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into the strange arena, tense and stiff, 
and the horses promptly exploded! There 
were, however, several very promising 
rides from youngsters who will probably 
be in the C ranks next year. At the end 
of this phase, Santa Cruz was leading with 
Pebble Beach second and Fresno third. 


Cross Country Course 

The cross-country course for C’s and 
B’s was held in an inviting open rolling 
country some 12 miles across town from 
the Fair Grounds. This area, known as 
the Herndon Course, is owned by Marian 
and Pat Humphries of the RamtapStables, 
headquarters for the Fresno Pony Club. 
The course, built by Pat, has been well 
thought out and beautifully built. The 
children inspected the course on Monday 
afternoon, 

The roads and trails phase took the 
riders on a _ scenic ride around the 
perimeter of the property on springy turf 
footing and roadways. The obstacles used, 
some 19 in number, provided excellent 
variation in type, placement and problems. 
During the walking of the course, we had 
a terrific wind and dust storm, followed 
by some rain squalls which left everyone 
looking like he had been playing with mud 
pies. One of the most interesting obstacles 
was a water splash at the foot of a hill, 
immediately followed by a drop fence onto 
a road, The C’s were only required to 
wade into the splash from the side and 
then turn and take the drop, while the 
B’s had to come straight down the hill 
and drop into the water. 

On Monday evening the youngsters were 
highly entertained by Dr. Wallace Smith, 
Professor of History at the University of 
Fresno, whose knowledge of the history of 
horses as well as a fund of anecdotes 
and humorous sidelights kept everyone’s 
full attention. 

The next morning the C and B cross 
country phases went off very smoothly 
with no major disasters. The Pebble Beach 
team got all four of its C riders around 
with only one refusal and one small time 
penalty. The Fresno team, under a hand- 
icap of having only three riders, also 
came through in good shape with a total 
of four refusals. However, the former 
first place Santa Cruz team dropped to 
third place with a resounding plop! One 
of its riders went off course and another 
failed to negotiate the slide. With only 
two scores to count in this important 
phase, chances were slim indeed of moving 
out of the cellar again, 

In the B competition Claudia Frisbie 
increased her lead, when second place 
Susan Osborne, also of Pebble Beach, 
incurred some 90 time faults. 

The D cross-country phase was held 
back at the Fair Grounds in the after- 
noon, Due to the limitations of the track 
infield, the ‘‘course”’ was not as much of 
a test as last year’s, offering very little 
challenge to the abilities of even a “*D” 
rider, At the end of this phase, the team 


positions remained the same. 

The written tests were taken that 
evening, and were followed by the showing 
of two movies - a University of Calif- 
ornia film on breeds of horses in the 
United States, and an excellent British 
film of the 1956 Olympic Games. 
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Stadium Jumping 
Stadium jumping on the third day was 
also held at the cross-country grounds. 
The course was excellent with well built 
and varied obstacles. The Pebble Beach 
C team came through with four perfect 
rounds! And this time it was Fresno who

Gentlemen: 

Thank youvery much for your request 
concerning our breeding program here 
on the west coast. 

Unfortunately at this time we can give 
you no news concerning the show results 
for at this time we do not have full 
recognition of the state horse Assc. but 
we hope for better things in the future, 
and perhaps if we can get some extra 
copies of the pony issue of the Chronicle 
to send up to the capital we can show 
the powers that be, what a good pony can 
do, 

Our breeding program has been based 
upon the Coed Coch Glyndwr lines which 
seem to be the top winning and pro- 
ducing lines in the United States and in 
Wales. At this time we have here on the 
farm, five imported mares, an imported 
stallion several two-year-olds,four year- 
lings, and two foals this season with two 
more expected later in the year, plus 
two ponies that are now on their way 
to the farm from Wales, and should 
arrive sometime in April. 

The breeding stock consists of our 
stallion Imp. Criban Button B, by Owian 
Glyndwr, out of Criban Queen Bee, by 
Bolgoed Squire. Button B has been called 
by the people who have seen him, an 

outstanding Welsh pony, loaded with all 
the qualifications that a good stud should 
have. The Duchess of Rutland stated upon 
her visit here that had he stayed in Wales, 
he would have been listed as a premium 








‘stallion, 


I do not know if you wanted complete 
details or not so I shall include them 
and you can choose what you like. Our 
top mare is aCoed Coch Glyndwr daughter, 
-pamed Stoatley Edelweiss, out of Revel 
Shadow by Reveller, she is a lovely grey 
and has a stud colt at foot by Criban 
Button B, next is a smaller grey, Revel 
Joy, by Revel George, out of Revel Jane, 
by Revelation. This is a mare of the more 
refined type, bred by Mr. Emrys Griffiths 
in Wales, she is quite a flashy mover 
who we hope will make a mark as a 
harness mare. Another of our imported 
mares is Bryntirion Seren, she is by 
Crib Goch out of Criban Actress by 
Craven Shooting Star, she arrived here in 
foal to Coed Coch Madog, a mating 
which produced a fine filly foal last year, 
Seren is now heavy in foal to Button B 
and is due to foal in May. Then comes a 
nice dapple grey Cwmnant Gwm Pearl by 
Reveller out of Cwmnant Gwm Princess, 
by Duhown Emperor, Pearl has a filly 
foal at foot that was born on Valentine 
Day, so naturally it is called Seamair 
Valentine, the foal was sired by Button 
B. We also have another very light grey, 
Cwm Nant Daylight, by Cwmnant Star- 
light out of Cwmnant Moonlight, by Caer 
Beris Donovan, she had a filly foal at 
foot when we imported her, and is now 
due to foal early next month to Button B, 

With the above mentioned proven mares 
we have two palominos that were pur- 
chased from the Silver Star Pony Ranch, 
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and the two yearling fillies sired by Coed 
Coch Madog, and we hope to breed them 
to Button next year, thus establish here 
in California a breeding program (on a 
smaller scale of course) such as has been 
set up at the Coed Coch Stud in Wales. 
One which combines the best of Revolt 
through the Glyndwr lines, with an oc- 
casional outcross to the best ponies that 
have been bred in the east. A lofty ideal 
when one stops to think that we purchased 
our first mare a little over two years 
agol 

The reason for such a breeding 
program is to enable us to present the 
best known bloodlines that are available 
to us, to the people here in Cal, and 
interest them in the typical Welsh Moun- 
tain Pony, one that can be enjoyed by the 
whole family, but most of all to ex- 
pound the pony as a child’s mount, and 
drive home the point that this breed can 
be used by a child until he is fully grown 
and ready to advance to a horse. Having 
been raised with hunting ponies and hunt- 
ers, my only regret is that we didn’t 
have any Welsh at the Camargo Hunt where 
my father was M.F.H, when I was a child. 

Once again I want to thank you for 
giving me this chance to tell you about 
the ponies here at Seamair and if there 
is any thing else that I can assist you 
with I shall be more than happy to do so.

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British 
Steeplechase 
Jockeys 


Col. H, A. Cape 


In 1957, after 26 years in office, I 
retired from my appointment as Inspector 
of Steeplechase courses in Scotland and 
the North of England. At one time I was 
responsible for the inspection of 24 
courses and, after making a preliminary 
survey of the course and all buildings, 
amenities etc. some days previous to the 
meeting, my duty was to attend the meet- 
ing as well, 

When one takes into consideration the 
number of officials employed in conduct- 
ing a race meeting, it can well be under- 
stood, one comes into contact with ‘‘all 
sorts and conditions of men’’, Of all those 
I met, I think the people I admired most 
were the jockeys. 

The life of a steeplechase jockey is a 
hard one all the year round, and cannot 
last very long even under the most 
favourable circumstances. In summer it 
is a question of getting - permanent 
employment. Some, but not many, can 
ride the weight in flat races and thus 
can secure a few mounts. It is amusing 
to record the experience of a first rate 
jockey over fences whose weight allowed 
him to ride on the flat in summer. He 
said: - ‘*You arrive at the course, are 
handed your colours and weighed out in 
the presence of a trainer you have never 
seen before after changing in the jockey’s 
room, with the help of a valet you have 
never met. On ‘Jockeys out’ you enter 
the parade ring, touch your cap to an 
owner you have never set eyes on and, 
after receiving various instructions, are 
thrown up on to a horse whose acquaint- 
ance you make for the first time. You 
canter down to the post amd, in a five 
furlong race, when the tapes go up, you 
come back as fast as you b.. ..y well 
can, and that is all there is to it.” 
Though it is not quite as easy as this, 
a race of this kind bears little resem- 
blance to a two mile steeplechase on a 
novice horse. 

In ‘the winter, when chasing starts 
in earnest, jockeys have many fears. 
First of all is the anxiety of securing 
engagements to ride. Often they attend 
meetings, at their own expense, in the 
hope of picking up a chance mount. Some- 
times this is successful, often it is not. 
The most forbidding menance however is 
the weather. One cannot but feel the 
greatest sympathy for them when, time and 
time .again, engagements have to be 
cancelled because it is not fit to race. 
When ‘racing IS possible, sometimes 
the weather is too horrible for words 
and races are run in a downpour or 
snowstorm, I remember once riding in 





a steeplechase at Wetherby in a blizzard 
and, as we cantered down to the start, 
a jockey with a broad grin on his face 
sang out to me: - “‘There won't ‘alf be 
some running away this time, Sir”, and 
he was quite right. This is the spirit in 
which they tackle the job and, after a 
crashing fall, all they want to do is to 
ride in the next race, 

In addition, the riding fees and the 
presents they get from the owners for 
riding a winner, bear no comparison with 
those paid to flat race jockeys. This, 
however, does not appear to affect the 
situation, as there is always a sufficiency 
of good fellows to fill requirements. 

I have the greatest respect for flat 
race jockeys too and I know what nerve 
is required to sieze an opportunity to 
come through and win. In a short race, 
this sometimes means a split second 
decision and this may mean success or 
defeat. 

My knowledge of American jockeys is 
very limited, but I have vivid recollections 
of the pioneer of the present style of 
race riding, Tod Sloane, and to him we 
owe much, Both Nations can and do 
learn a great deal from each other not 
only in politics, high finance, trade etc. 
but also in the world of sport. The healthy 
rivalry which now exists in all forms 
of the latter strengthens, perhaps more 
than we know, the bond of union. As long 
as this lasts, as I am sure it will for 
many many years, we have little to fear. 

No matter whether it be in America 
or in England, jockeys who ride over 
fences at racing pace, do take their lives 
in their hands, every time they get up to 
ride, be it in a hurdle or brush race. 
It is to these I would pay my humble 
respects. H.A.C,

Aqueduct’s 


Man o’War Stakes 


When the mammoth new Aqueduct 
throws open its doors for its inaugural 
meeting on September 14, one of the high- 
lights of its first season is to be the 
$100,000 added Man o’War Stakes, the 
first to be named in honor of the horse 
who ‘has been rated immortal. This an- 
nouncement was made by John W, Hanes, 
President of The New York Racing Assoc- 
iation. 

**A race named for this great horse is 
long overdue”, said Mr. Hanes in making 
the announcement, ‘* and there is nomore 
appropriate place for it to be held than at 
Aqueduct where Man o’War had his tough- 
est race. This took place in the 1920 run- 
ning of The Dwyer at old Aqueduct, In 
that race, Harry Payne Whitney’s John P, 
Grier fought Man o’War right down to the 
eighth pole in a race that has never been 
forgotten and is still discussed wherever 
racing men gather.” 

**It will be run on Saturday, October 
24, over the new turf course, which will 
be one of the finest in the country. This 
race will be an annual event for Three- 
year-olds and up, at a distance of a mile 
and a half and will have an added value 
of $100,000. 

*‘As a further means of perpetuating 
the memory of America’s greatest race 
horse, The New York Racing Association 
preserved the eighth pole when the old 
Aqueduct track was demolished. There is 
quite a story connected with the eighth 
pole at old Aqueduct for it was in Man 
o’War’s brilliant race with John P, Grier 
that, for a fleeting moment, John P, 
Grier got his head in front of Man o’War. 
Clarence Kummer, who was riding the 
champion, flicked him once and he came 
on to win by a length and a half over this 
fine colt which had given him the sternest 
challenge of his life. The eighth pole 
from old Aqueduct will be enshrined with 
appropriate ceremonies and a commem- 
orative placque in the front garden of the 
new Aqueduct racing center.” 
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A Deuce For 
Sergeant Brown 
Tom O'Reilly 


(EDITOR'S NOTE:- The following is from 
‘‘A Horse On Mel”, the column which 
Tom O'Reilly writes as a regular feature 
for The Morning Telegraph.) 

In 1933 one of the best known cavalry 
officers in the United States Army was 
Captain ‘‘Gyp’’ Wofford of the West Point 
horse show team. ‘‘Gyp’’, a lean, blonde, 
blue-eyed and smiling westerner, was the 
top riding instructor at the Point. A 
veteran of Fort Riley’s gruelling ‘‘three- 


day’”® course, he was as fine a man on: 


a horse as you will ever see. At West 
Point his annual horse show cocktail party 
was one of those things a fellow didn’t 


want to miss. It was at one of these 
affairs that he told me the tale of Jack | 
' fairly easy to do. The next stop is more 


Brown, his faithful stable sergeant. 

Sergeant Brown, a bachelor, had been 
taking care of ‘‘Gyp’s” horses almost 
from the time that young man first left 
The Plains to serve in the cavalry. For 
years, when ‘‘Gyp”’ was transferred from 
one post to another, Sergeant Brown had 
managed to get similar orders. It was 
one of those curious military tricks that 
can be arranged only by people who know 
their way around the army. Anyway, 
whether ‘‘Gyp”’ was assigned to the Point, 
Fort Riley or Fort Meyer, it didn’t make 
much difference. Sergeant Brown was 
certain to turn up. 

This was a nice situation because in 
addition to the regular army mounts 
assigned to him, ‘‘Gyp” had a couple 
of his own. Indeed, while at the Point 
he acquired a couple of racehorses which, 
in August, he took over the Saratoga 
*“‘proving grounds.” Sergeant Brown, of 
course, stayed right with the horses 
throughout the Saratoga meeting. 

Now in all the years that they were 
together the Sergeant and ‘‘Gyp”’ had a 
small financial understanding. Army pay, 
as all veterans know, is a monthly affair. 
About the 15th of the month a fellow who 
moves around very much is likely to find 
himself suffering from the pocket-book 
shorts. On the 15th of each month, Sergeant 
Brown would borrow two dollars from 
“‘Gyp.”” At the outset he asked for it, 
After a few months, however, it became 
an automatic thing. Come the 15th and 
“‘Gyp” would remember to get up that 
deuce, 

Naturally, when the Woffords moved 
to Saratoga for August their normal 
routines underwent a great change. The 
1Sth of the month had come and gone 
when ‘‘Gyp”’ suddenly remembered that 
he had forgotten to stake his old friend 
the Sergeant. Hustling down to the stable 
area, he found the gentleman, as usual, 
happily watching over the racehorses. 
“‘“Gyp” pulled out two bucks and said, 
“Here, I forgot.” 

“Oh, don’t bother this month, Captain 


Wofford,” smiled the stable sergeant. 


‘‘two bucks won’t do me no good. Y’see- 


it costs 10 up here.” 


GREAT DAY AT JAMAICA

only way to keep Willie Shoemaker out of 
the winner's circle would be to shoot him. 
He won both ends of the daily double.

On the same program, Eddie Arcaro 
had three winners without even being at 
the track, That’s a nice trick if you can 
do it. Here’s how he did it. First of all, 
he stayed home with a sore throat. That’s 


difficult though. 

Eddie had mounts in the first two races. 
Shoemaker took them for absent Arcaro 
and won with both. In the fourth, Arcaro 
was scheduled to ride Greek Page. Ycaza 
rode that one and won with him. So, three 
of Arcaro’s mounts for the day won while 
Eddie was at home nursing his ailment. 

Trainer Hirsch Jacobs had an even 
better day than Shoemaker. He sent out 
three horses and came home with three 
winners.

MOTORIZED PURSUIT OF HORSES 

The Hon, Walter S. Baring, Congress- 
man from Nevada, has introduced in the 
House of Representatives H.R. 2725, to 
prohibit the use of aircraft or motor 
vehicles to hunt wild horses or burros 
on land belonging to the United States. 
The Department of Interior estimates 
that cnly about 20,000 mustangs are left 
in the entire West. During the past eight 
years, over 100,000 of these horses have 
been killed, largely by means of air- 
craft and motor vehicle pursuit, in the 
State of Nevada alone. A state law pro- 
tecting the horse was passed in 1955 in 
Nevada through the efforts of Mrs. Velma 
Johnston of Wadsworth, Nevada. Since 
80 per cent of the state’s land is owned 
by the federal government, however, 
national legislation is essential to protect 
the mustangs in that state and also in 
other western states.
